SUMMARY OF BILL:     Creates an offense for a parent or guardian to give
alcoholic beverages or beer to their minor child under 15 years of age.
Specifies that a first offense is punishable by a $500 fine, a second offense by
a $750 fine and a third or subsequent offense by a fine of $750 and up to 3
days in jail.

ESTIMATED FISCAL IMPACT:

Increase Local Govt. Expenditures - Not Significant

Increase Local Govt. Revenues - Not Significant

Impact depends upon the number of persons convicted of this
offense and the resulting increased cost to local governments
to confine such persons versus the increased revenues to local
governments from fines levied and collected under the
provisions of this bill.
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
